To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  first 
Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  and  Sanitary  Circum- 
stances of  your  enlarged  district.  The  alteration  of  boun- 
daries in  April,  1937,  brought  together  under  the  name  of 
Dearne,  Thurnscoe,  Bolton-upon-Dearne,  and  a small  portion 
of  the  parish  of  Barmborough,  a very  compact  area,  having  a 
population  at  mid-year  1937,  of  24,360. 

Population  for  the  year  under  review  was  estimated  at 
24,270  (Registrar-General),  a fall  of  90  from  the  previous 
year.  However,  the  reduction  in  population  was  much 
greater  than  was  first  apparent,  as  the  increase  of  births  over 
deaths  was  265,  thus  our  population  was  actually  reduced  by 
355. 

The  vital  statistics  give  some  cause  for  satisfaction,  par- 
ticularly the  high  birth  rate  and  low  infantile  mortality  rate. 
These  were  : Births  19.98  per  1,000  population  (England  and 
Wales  rate  15.1)  and  infantile  mortality  rate  51.55  deaths 
under  1 year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births  (England  and  Wales 
rate  53).  This  exceedingly  low  rate  of  infant  deaths  is  en- 
couraging and  from  past  reports  appears  only  once  before  to 
have  been  lower,  i.e.,  in  1935  at  Bolton-upon-Dearne,  when  a 
rate  of  45.64  was  returned. 

As  in  1937,  Diphtheria  was  present  in  the  district  through- 
out the  year,  particularly  prevalent  in  the  Thurnscoe  East 
area.  Cases  of  other  notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  few. 
Scarlet  Fever  notifications  reaching  the  exceedingly  low 
figure  of  29.  Of  the  non-notifiable  diseases,  mumps  gave  rise 
to  a great  deal  of  indisposition,  particularly  in  the  old  Bolton 
area,  where  the  Infants’  School  was  closed  for  a period. 
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Public  Health  work  has  been  increased  by  duties  con- 
cerned with  Air  Raid  Precautions,  nevertheless,  it  has  been 
carried  out  quite  efficiently.  The  Department’s  duties  in  con- 
nection with  improvements  in  housing  the  people,  bettering 
the  food  supply,  i.e.,  milk,  meat,  etc.,  abating  nuisances,  and 
carrying  out  the  collection  and  disposal  of  the  district’s 
refuse  are  of  great  importance  and  have  reached  a very  high 
standard. 

The  National  campaign  to  advertise  the  health  services, 
and  run  by  the  Health  and  Cleanliness  Council  with  the  sup- 
port of  the  Ministry  was  made  full  use  of  in  the  district.  The 
Department  undertook  the  distribution  of  leaflets,  handbills, 
posters,  bookmarks,  etc.,  and  I believe  the  effort  has  done  its 
bit  in  making  people  use  the  health  services. 

I trust  this  report,  marking  the  early  stages  of  the  new 
Dearne  District,  will  receive  your  consideration.  It  includes 
the  work  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  Staff,  who 
I have  again  to  thank  for  their  efforts  and  assistance  during 
the  past  year.  I appreciate  the  smoothness  with  which  the 
health  services  have  worked  during  the  early  and  very  diffi- 
cult days  of  the  enlarged  district.

2. — Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

A general  improvement  in  living  conditions  has  been 
noticeable  throughout  the  year.  The  colliery  industry,  upon 
which  the  greater  part  of  our  community  depend  for  employ- 
ment, has  reacted  favourably  to  the  better  conditions  prevail- 
ing in  the  industrial  world.  One  is  afraid  that  the  boom  in 
trade  is  artihcial,  built  up  by  the  call  for  armaments,  particu- 
larly noticeable  from  the  time  of  the  October  crisis. 
Realising  that  the  collieries  with  their  modern  machinery, 
when  working  full  time  cannot  absorb  all  the  labour  available 
one  regrets  that  other  large  industries  have  not  seen  fit  to 
open  out  in  the  area. 

However,  I am  pleased  that  despite  the  poor  hnancial 
state  of  many  families  cases  of  undernourishment  were  few.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  maintenance  of  a high  birth  rate  is  of  prime  import- 
ance to  the  future  of  the  country.  Our  District  shows  up 
favourably  in  this  respect  with  a rate  of  19.98  live  births  per 
1,000  population,  as  compared  with  15.1  for  England  and 
Wales.  Often  a high  birth  rate  is  attended  by  a high  infantile 
mortality  rate,  but  fortunately,  the  past  year’s  infant  deaths 
have  been  few. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

In  all,  25  children  under  1 year  of  age  died  out  of  a total 
of  485  births  representing  the  low  rate  of  51.55  deaths  per 
1,000  births  (England  and  Wales  rate  53).  The  saving  in 
infant  life  to-day  can  only  be  realised  when  I state  that  in  the 
year  1905  this  rate  was  195  deaths  per  1,000,  or,  put  in  another 
form,  70  children  born  during  1938  are  alive  to-day  who  would 
have  died  if  the  conditions  existed  as  in  1905. 

Death  Rate. 

220  deaths  occurred  in  our  population  of  24,270,  giving  a 
“ recorded,”  or  crude  death  rate  of  9.06  per  1,000.  To  correct 
this  figure  for  comparison  with  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  use  is  made  of  the  Areal  Comparability  Factor  (1.40). 
When  adjusted,  the  Death  Rate  is  12.68,  which  compares  un- 
favourably with  the  England  and  Wales  rate  of  11.6  deaths 
per  1,000  population. 

Causes  of  Death. 

The  main  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  (35)  and 
Cancer  (28),  the  latter  figure  rising  from  16  deaths  in  the 
year  previous,  although  the  figure  for  the  two  areas  of 
Thurnscoe  and  Bolton-upon-Dearne  during  1936  was  36 
(appended  is  a table  showing  deaths,  by  age  distribution).

Once  again  I must  stress  the  importance  of  early  diagnosis 
and  treatment  for  success  to  be  achieved  in  treatment  of  this 
disease.  Deaths  from  “ Other  Violence  ” have  risen  from  8 
in  1937  to  18  in  1938.  Under  this  heading  are  the  accidental 
deaths  and  these  were  caused  mainly  by  accidents  at  the  col- 
lieries, in  the  home,  one  death  due  to  trespassing  on  railway 
and  one  from  a road  accident.  Pneumonia  was  responsible 
for  16  deaths,  as  compared  with  18  in  1937.  Tuberculosis  of 
the  lungs  11  compared  with  9 in  1937  and  Other  Tuberculosis 
caused  only  3 deaths  (8  in  year  previous).  3 Maternal  deaths 
occurred,  the  same  as  in  1937. 

Zymotic  Diseases. 

There  were  11  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the  year, 
detailed  as  follows  : Diphtheria  7,  Diarrhoea  (under  2 years)  4. 

The  work  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  carried 
on  during  the  year  but  despite  the  publicity  given  to  the  free 
treatment  available  the  response  was  not  very  great.  While 
the  mortality  amongst  those  affected  was  not  heavy,  the 
after-effects  of  this  disease  are  often  serious. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  rate  under  this  head  is  6.18  per  1,000  based  upon  the 
3 deaths  which  occurred  from  Puerperal  disease  amongst  a 
total  of  485  live  births.  This  compares  unfavourably  with  the 
England  and  Wales  rate  of  3.08. 

Altogether  there  were  502  births,  485  live  and  17  still- 
births, and  calculated  on  these  the  Maternal  Mortality  rate 
equals  5.97,  against  that  of  England  and  Wales,  2.97. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinics  held  in  the  district  were  very  well 
attended  during  the  year  and  have  become  very  popular. 
Clinics  continue  to  be  held  fortnightly  at  Goldthorpe,  and 
three  times  per  month  at  Thurnscoe.  I again  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  stressing  the  importance  of  ante-natal  care  and 
treatment,  now  within  the  reach  of  all. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Notifications  were  formerly  classed  not  only  as  above, 
but  also  as  Puerperal  Fever  and  in  the  year  1937,  10  such 
notifications  were  received.  During  the  year  under  review 
12  cases  occurred  in  connection  with  502  live  and  still-births, 
giving  a rate  of  23.9  per  1,000,  which  compares  very  unfavour- 
ably with  the  England  and  Wales  rate  of  14.42. 
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11  of  the  cases  Avere  removed  for  treatment  to  the  Isola- 
tion Ward  of  the  Edenfield  Maternity  Home,  Doncaster. 

Causes  of  Sickness  and  Invalidity. 

Towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a sudden  epidemic  of 
Influenza  occurred.  The  illness  was  generally  of  short  dura- 
tion, mild  and  in  most  cases  unaccompanied  by  complications, 
although  the  infection  rapidly  spread.  Amongst  school 
children  the  infants’  classes  in  many  of  the  schools  were 
depleted  for  some  time,  due  to  Mumps,  at  the  Bolton  Infants’ 
School  closure  being  necessary  for  a period.  Diphtheria  was 
present  throughout  the  whole  year,  being  severe  on  the 
Thurnscoe  East  area.  Most  of  the  cases  were  of  a very 
serious  nature. 


5. — Notifiable  Diseases. 

A table  is  included  in  the  report  on  Page  13  analysing 
the  notifications  and  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases  during 
the  past  year.

Scarlet  Fever. 

Only  29  cases  were  notified,  most  of  these  being  very 
mild.  Home  isolation  is  rather  difficult  in  many  dwellings, 
but  I am  of  the  opinion,  given  favourable  circumstances, 
there  is  much  to  be  said  for  home  nursing  of  mild  scarlet  fever 
cases.  Our  case  rate  worked  out  at  1.19  per  1,000:  very 
favourable  when  compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  of  2.41  per  1,000.  The  “peak”  year  of  Scarlet  Fever 
is  expected  shortly  and  in  support  of  this  I append  cases  for 
the  past  few  years.

All  the  cases  were  isolated  in  hospital.  One  of  the 
patients  was  in  for  122  days,  one  for  70  days  and  the  other  27 
averaged  30  days  each. 
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Diphtheria. 

This  dread  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  district  through- 
out the  whole  of  the  year.  133  cases  occurred,  giving  a case 
rate  of  5.48,  as  compared  with  the  England  and  Wales  rate  of 
1.58.  Deaths  numbered  7,  giving  a death  rate  of  .288  per 
1,000  (England  and  Wales  .07).  The  distribution  of  the  cases 
was  98  in  the  Thurnscoe  District  (79  in  the  East  Ward  and 
19  in  the  West),  and  at  Bolton-upon-Dearne  35  (South  Ward 
12,  and  Central  Ward  23). 

Searching*  enquiries  were  made  into  every  case  and  all 
possible  preventive  measures  were  taken,  but  the  disease  per- 
sisted throughout  all  the  year.  Generally  speaking,  from 
observations  of  the  cases,  immunisation  is  a reliable  means  of 
safeguarding  the  lives  of  children  from  Diphtheria  and  where, 
as  has  happened  in  rare  cases,  the  infection  does  affect  such 
a child,  the  after-effects  are  mild,  compared  with  the  child  not 
so  treated.  The  immunisation  material  used  was  Toxoid- 
Antitoxin  Floccules  (T.A.F.). 

The  cases  occurring  for  the  past  9 years  in  the  two  dis- 
tricts, Thurnscoe  and  Bolton-upon-Dearne,  are  appended 
herewith : —

All  the 

cases  were  treated  in  the 

Isolation  Hospital,  the 

average  stay  being  31  days.  Besides  the  immense  cost  to  the 
district  for  such  treatment,  there  is  the  loss  of  7 lives,  and  the 
ill-health  and  after-effects  consequent  upon  the  serious  illness 
which  each  of  the  126  survivors  underwent. 

Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  occurred  in  the  district.  The  case  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  0.03.  Briefly  for  the  past  few  years  the 
number  of  cases  have  been  very  few  (i.e.,  average  for  the  past 
five  years  is  only  .6).

Small  Pox. 

Again,  I am  pleased  to  record  that  there  were  no  cases  of 
Small  Pox.  It  was  in  1928  that  the  last  case  occurred  in  our 
district  and  that  was  a mild  type.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  0.00. 

Cerebro -Spinal  Meningitis. 

Only  one  case  was  notified.  This  w^as  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  and  after  22  days  treatment  was  discharged. 

Erysipelas. 

18  cases  of  Erysipelas  came  to  my  notice,  rather  an  in- 
crease over  1937,  when  13  cases  were  notified.  These  cases 
give  a rate  of  .744  per  1,000  (England  and  Wales  rate  0.40). 

Tuberculosis. 

37  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  as  compared 
with  44  in  1937,  v/hile  14  deaths  occurred,  compared  with  17 
in  the  previous  year.  The  average  figures  for  the  five  years 
1933  to  1937  were  36  notifications  and  17  deaths.  The  ten- 
dency in  past  few  years  has  been  a gradual  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases. 

23  notifications  of  admissions  to  Sanatoria  were  received 
during  the  year. 

At  the  year  end  388  cases  stood  on  the  register.  Pulmon- 
ary 305  (male  149,  female  156)  ; other  forms  83  (male  32, 
female  51). 

A table  giving  the  notifications  and  deaths  arranged  in 
age  groups  is  included  on  Page  15. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925, 

(i.e.,  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
employed  in  the  milk  trade),  and  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  Section  172  (i.e.,  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of 
persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis). 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  above  legislation 
during  the  past  year.

Nurse. 

In  the  Thurnscoe  area  arrangements  have  been  made 
with  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  for  the  services  of  its 
members  to  be  available  for  general  nursing  and  the  nursing 
of  infectious  cases  in  emergency.

SECTION  B. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Dearne  U.D.C.  is  a constituent  authority  of  the 
Dearne  Valley  Water  Board.  The  supply  to  the  old  Bolton 
area  is  from  deep  wells  and  collieries  supplemented  by  water 
from  the  City  of  Sheffield.  The  supply  to  the  Thurnscoe  area 
is  from  the  Barnsley  Corporation. 

The  water  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quan- 
tity, though  in  a few  isolated  cases,  service  pipes  to  houses 
are  inadequate  to  cope  with  the  demands  made  upon  them 
at  certain  periods  of  the  day. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

No  alterations  or  extensions  were  made  during  the  year 
in  connection  with  the  above.

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  and

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Dearne  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

The  second  year  of  the  new  Dearne  area  has  been  one 
of  great  activity  in  the  Health  Department.  Routine 
work  continued  to  increase,  while  schemes  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  district  by  clearing  areas  of  unfit  property  have 
been  carried  through  successfully.  Additional  work  in- 
cluded the  inspection  of  “prospective”  Council  House  ten- 
ants’ dwellings  and  Council-owned  houses  prior  to  re-letting, 
a system  commenced  only  recently.  The  consolidation  of 
Statutes,  exemplified  in  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1936,  is 
carried  a step  further  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  1938. 
Changes  such  as  these  bring  with  them  additional  duties 
to  the  Department,  particularly  in  the  compiling  of  records 
and  the  use  of  new  statutory  forms. 

October,  1938,  brought  with  it  the  “crisis,”  and  from  this 
time  onwards  the  organisation  of  the  “casualty  service”  in 
the  Air  Raid  Precautions  scheme  added  to  our  responsibili- 
ties. 


Not  many  realise  the  amount  of  time  outside  the  ordin- 
ary working  hours,  which  your  Inspectors  devote  to  duty. 
Milk  sampling,  inspection  of  meat  in  slaughterhouses,  mar- 
ket duties,  and  work  under  the  Shop  Acts  are  a few  of  the 
matters  which  take  up  a large  part  of  our  so-called  “leisure 
time.” 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  details  of  the  Department’s 
work.

One  of  the  3 vans  which  have  been  pitched  in  the  area 
for  some  years  removed,  although  at  the  close  of  1938  six 
vans  were  pitched  on  the  land  off  Mexborough  Road,  a 
most  unsuitable  site.  Action  was  being  taken  against  the 
site  owner  and  van  dwellers.  There  is  no  site  in  the 
district  licensed  as  a camping  ground.

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FOOD  SUPPLY. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  MEAT  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

Sixteen  butchers  submitted  statements  of  regular 
slaughtering  hours,  66  notices  of  casual  slaughter,  and  6 
notices  of  diseased  conditions. 

Fifty-seven  pig-keepers  submitted  95  notices  relating  to 
the  slaughter  of  117  pigs  (12  of  these  were  killed  in  licensed 
slaughterhouses) . 

Throughout  the  year,  as  in  previous  years,  “cottager” 
pig-keepers  were  allowed  to  slaughter  a maximum  number 
of  4 pigs  on  unlicensed  premises.  In  the  best  conditions  it 
can  be  readily  understood  that  facilities  for  slaughtering, 
hanging  and  dressing  are  lacking.  Use  of  a private  slaugh- 
terhouse does  not  obviate  the  necessity  for  removal  of  the 
carcase  to  the  owner’s  house,  where  jointing  takes  place. 

The  local  slaughterhouses  supply  most  of  the  meat  con- 
sumed in  the  area,  a very  large  percentage  of  the  bovine 
animals  killed  being  cows,  although  the  quality  of  late  years 
has  improved  considerably.  All  food  condemned  in  1938 
has  been  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the  owners,  no  legal 
action  being  necessary.  Meat  inspection  is  an  important 
branch  of  Public  Health  Work  in  your  district,  much  of 
this  being  carried  out  in  your  Inspectors’  out  of  ordinary 
working  hours,  in  the  evenings  and  at  week-ends.  Butchers’ 
vans  hawking  appear  to  be  on  the  increase  and  attempts 
are  made  to  inspect  the  vehicles,  not  only  for  the  condi- 
tion of  the  meat,  but  also  for  the  general  cleanliness  of  their 
vehicles  and  appliances. 

Markets. 

The  two  markets  in  the  district,  one  privately  owned  at 
Thurnscoe,  and  one  at  Goldthorpe  owned  by  the  Council, 
have  been  regularly  inspected.  Minor  infringements  of  the 
Meat  Regulations  have  been  notified  to  stallholders,  and 
include  insufficiently  screened  stalls,  failure  to  display  name 
and  address,  etc.  The  litter  nuisance  has  been  evident  at 
times  during  and  after  the  holding  of  the  Thurnscoe  market, 
informal  action  against  the  owner  and  tenants  usually  ob- 
tains a temporary  abatement. 

The  food  offered  for  sale  has  been  of  a very  fair  quality, 
although  one  butcher  has  been  warned  regarding  the  poor 
quality  of  the  meat  he  has  offered  for  sale  on  several 
occasions. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  11  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
situate  as  follows:  3 at  Thurnscoe,  5 at  Goldthorpe,  and  3 at 
Bolton.  These  serve  21  butchers.  Most  of  the  premises 

27 


have  very  limited  lairage  and  slaughtering  accommodation, 
while  no  slaughterhouse  possesses  a cooling  store  separate 
from  the  chamber  used  for  slaughtering.  The  slaughter- 
house at  Pond  Farm,  owned  by  the  Council,  has  been  seri- 
ously overcrowded,  and  its  accommodation  over-taxed.  There 
has  been  no  serious  nuisance  caused  during  the  year,  except 
that  the  prompt  removal  and  disposal  of  garbage  in  the 
summer  period  presents  some  difficulty. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

The  Council  decided  in  the  early  days  of  the  administra- 
tion of  the  above  Act  that  the  “humane”  method  of  slaugh- 
ter should  apply  to  sheep  as  well  as  all  other  food  animals, 
and  despite  the  opposition  from  the  trade  at  the  time, 
this  practice  is  now  a well-established  custom.  Every  ani- 
mal killed  in  our  slaughterhouses  during  1938  met  its  death 
by  preliminary  stunning,  using  mainly  the  “Cash”  Captive 
Bolt  Pistol.  Many  of  the  pigs  killed  on  allotments  are 
despatched  in  the  same  way,  and  it  should  be  compulsory 
upon  all  who  kill  animals  for  food  to  do  so  without  causing 
unnecessary  suffering.  In  my  few  years  experience  I have 
witnessed  many  harrowing  scenes,  where  the  slaughterman 
has  not  been  too  skilled  in  the  use  of  the  old  poll-axe. 

20  renewal  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  and  7 
new  licences  granted  to  butchers,  making  a total  of  27 
licensed  slaughtermen. 

Unsound  Food. 

Meat  inspection  in  slaughterhouses  was  responsible  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  food  condemned  during  the  year. 
The  standard  of  inspections,  etc.,  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  in  Memo.  62/Foods,  was  rigidly  adhered  to  during 
the  year.  There  were  no  prosecutions  during  the  past 
year.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES. 

Registration  of  Purveyors, 

37  retail  purveyors  of  milk  were  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  During  the  year  one  retailer  was  removed 
from  the  register  under  Section  2,  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1922. 

The  number  of  milk  producers  amongst  these  is  20:  9 
from  without  our  area  and  11  from  within. 
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Dairies. 

Mostly  the  farms  are  provided  with  excellent  dairy 
premises^  the  one  or  two  exceptions  being  where  the  num- 
ber of  cows  kept  is  small.  Cases  have  occurred  where 
dairies  have  either  been  misused  or  not  used  at  all  and  these 
have  been  referred  to  the  cowkeepers  concerned. 

Cowsheds. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  minor  repairs  at  the  cow- 
shed of  Highgate  House  Farm,  commenced  late  in  1937,  were 
completed. 

Milk  beasts  averaged  between  140  and  150,  distributed 
on  18  farmsteads  in  23  cowsheds.  The  sheds  are  in  very 
fair  structural  condition  and  allow  the  users,  with  sound 
methods,  to  produce  clean  milk. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk. 

28  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  examination  gave 
the  following  results.

50%  satisfactory  samples  does  not  encourage  one  to  con- 
tinue coercive  methods  for  improving  milk  production.  In- 
formal action  against  a milk  producer  after  an  unsatisfac- 
tory report  usually  results  in  an  improvement,  but  only 
for  a very  short  period. 

Veterinary  Inspection  of  Cattle. 

The  change-over  from  a County  Veterinary  Staff  to  a 
Veterinary  Staff  directly  employed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries,  was  marked  by  the  loss  of  co-opera- 
tion which  existed  between  local  Public  Health  officials 
and  the  former  staff.  I understand  that  regular  inspections 
of  dairy  cattle  were  carried  out  regularly  during  the  past 
year,  although  no  official  report  was  received. 
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Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 

Fourteen  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis,  13  were  samples  of  new  milk,  and  one  of  skimmed 

milk. 

Of  the  above  2 new  milk  samples  and  the  one  skimmed 
milk,  were  below  standard,  these  all  being  supplied  by  one 
milk  retailer.  This  person  was  later  charged  at  Doncaster 
Court  with  selling  new  milk  having  1.4%  added  water  pre- 
sent, and  skimmed  milk  with  21.4%  added  water.  He  was 
fined  £20  and  an  order  made  by  the  Court  for  his  removal 
from  the  register  of  retail  purveyors. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  29  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  1 case  of  Cerebro- 
Spinal  Meningitis,  and  146  cases  of  Diphtheria  (12  of  these 
proved  Negative),  into  which  enquiries  were  made  by  the 
staff  of  the  Department.  The  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  per- 
sisted throughout  the  year,  towards  the  end  diminishing 
somewhat.  The  distribution  of  the  cases  was  99  at  Thurns- 
coe  and  35  at  Bolton-upon-Dearne. 

School  Notices. 

Exclusion  and  re-admission  notices  were  sent  to  schools 
where  necessary. 

Disinfection. 

198  premises  were  disinfected  after  the  occurrence  of 
infectious  diseases.  (This  includes  disinfection  of  dwell- 
ings after  a death  from  Tuberculosis,  or  when  a Tuber- 
culosis patient  leaves  home  to  enter  a treatment  centre). 

Library  Books. 

Books  from  the  Public  Library  and  from  school  lib- 
raries found  at  houses  where  infectious  diseases  occurred 
were  disinfected  before  return. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Public  conveniences  for  both  sexes  are  still  required  in 
our  area.  The  five  public  urinals  in  the  Bolton-upon- 
Dearne  area,  and  the  public  conveniences  at  the  Baths, 
Thurnscoe,  have  been  cleansed  regularly.  Much  damage 
has  been  experienced  to  the  conveniences  at  Thurnscoe. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Observations  of  all  the  chimneys  in  the  district  have 
been  made  but  no  nuisance  occurred.  The  slag  heap  of  the 
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Goldthorpe  Colliery  is  assuming  a very  large  size,  but  I 
am  pleased  to  state  that  no  serious  nuisance  arose,  although 
the  heap  was  burning  for  quite  a long  period.  Water  is 
constantly  being  sprayed  on  to  the  tip  and  is  kept  under 
control.  I am  afraid  if  the  dump  was  neglected  serious 
nuisance  would  occur,  as  it  is  in  close  proximity  to  the 
Garden  Street  and  Barmborough  Lane  areas  of  Goldthorpe. 

The  Hickleton  Colliery  slag  heap  continues  to  burn  and 
emit  noxious  fumes,  although  no  serious  complaints  have 
been  received  during  the  year.  Control  of  a fire  on  such 
an  enormous  heap  as  this  is  a tremendous  problem.  How- 
ever, this  should  not  prevent  research  into  better  methods 
of  disposing  of  waste  matter  from  collieries. 

Fairs,  held  in  the  Bolton-upon-Dearne  area,  and  in  the 
past  giving  rise  to  smoke  nuisances  from  engines  driving 
round-abouts,  have  been  closely  watched,  and  the  engine 
owners  and  drivers  have  co-operated  in  such  a manner  as 
to  reduce  the  smoke  emission  to  a small  amount. 

Reduction  of  domestic  smoke  in  colliery  areas  cannot  be 
achieved  with  the  present  system  of  “home  coal”  and  the 
common  use  of  the  Yorkshire  Range.  How  can  we  hope 
for  the  use  of  a smokeless  fuel  when  cheap  material  such 
as  a smoky  soft  bituminous  coal  is  available.  What  a boon 
to  all  if  electricity  or  gas  could  be  supplied  cheaper  than, 
or  in  lieu  of,  such  a wasteful  fuel.

Offensive  Trades. 


The  two  offensive  trades,  tripe  boilers  at  Goldthorpe, 
have  carried  on  throughout  the  year  without  nuisance  aris- 
ing. 

Whilst  the  power  to  limit  the  number  of  fried  fish  and 
chip  shops  in  our  area  seems  as  remote  as  ever,  new  legis- 
lation tends  to  better  control  of  such  premises. 
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The  Maggot  Breeding  Works,  West  Moor  Lane,  Barm- 
borough,  was  extended  during  the  year  by  the  erection 
of  another  flyhouse.  The  trade  was  carried  on  without 
serious  nuisance  arising,  an  improvement  to  the  maggot 
rooms  being  the  fitting  of  a large  fume  extraction  shaft 
to  enable  offensive  odours  to  be  diffused  at  a greater 
height. 

Factories. 

Nine  bakehouses  and  thirteen  workshops  in  the  dis- 
trict were  visited. 

General  cleanliness  and  sanitation  was  satisfactory  and 
no  notices  were  issued. 

Shop  Acts. 

At  the  year  end  approximately  400  shops  and  stalls  were 
on  the  register,  145  at  Thurnscoe  and  255  at  Bolton-upon- 
Dearne.  The  Council  are  the  Authority  for  administering 
the  whole  of  the  legislation  dealing  with  these  premises. 
Observations  of  shops  for  compliance  with  closing  hours 
were  made  throughout  the  year  and  after  verbal  and  writ- 
ten warnings  to  many  shopkeepers,  a report  was  presented 
to  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  several  flagrant  breaches 
of  the  Act.  However,  it  is  unfortunate  that  no  prosecutions 
were  authorised,  many  shopkeepers  having  taken  the  matter 
as  a sign  of  weakness  and  have  traded  on  the  leniency 
of  the  Committee.

Routine  visits  and  special  observations  in  connection 
with  complaints  in  connection  with  Shop  Hours  and  Sun- 
day Trading  takes  up  a large  amount  of  your  Sanitary  In- 
spectors’ time. 

Supply  of  Ash-bins. 

110  ash-bins  were  supplied  through  the  Department  on 
prepayment  by  the  owners  of  the  houses. 

Clearance  of  Choked  Drains,  Etc. 

Fifty-eight  owners  and  agents  have  given  general  in- 
structions to  the  Department  to  deal  with  blockages  to 
drains  and  W.C.’s  as  they  come  to  notice. 
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Forty-eight  were  dealt  with  under  this  arrangement  at 
a small  cost  to  the  owners. 

Disinfestation. 

19  houses  were  treated  for  bugs  by  the  Department,  the 
method  of  treatment  being,  stripping  off  loose  wallpaper, 
and,  in  serious  cases,  loosening  or  taking  off  skirting  boards 
and  architraves.  In  all  rooms,  crevices,  windows,  chimney 
flues,  doors,  etc.,  are  sealed  and  the  place  treated  with 
sulphur  dioxide. 

On  revisiting,  the  rooms  are  closely  examined  and  a 
thorough  spraying  with  insecticide  (usually  Zaldecide)  is 
carried  out.  At  an  interval  of  three  weeks  this  visit  is 
repeated  and,  if  the  conditions  demand  it,  a further  spray- 
ing is  carried  out. 

Other  infestations  included  12  houses  with  cockroaches, 
and  4 affected  with  “silver  fish”  (Thermonia  Domestica). 

It  appears  that  more  premises  are  being  troubled  by 
cockroaches,  or  possibly  it  may  be  that  more  persons  are 
complaining  of  this  objectionable  pest. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Severe  complaints  of  infestation  with  rodents  were  re- 
ceived during  the  year,  and  by  enlisting  the  co-operation 
of  the  owner  and  tenant  each  case  was  successfully  treated. 
The  use  of  poison  was  the  method  adopted  in  most  of  these 
instances. 

The  National  Rat  Week  in  the  area  was  observed  by 
renewing  the  money  offer  of  -/3d.  per  rat  caught,  as  in  1937. 
In  that  year  209  rats  were  caught,  but  1938  brought  244 
rats. 

Public  Swimming  Bath,  Thurnscoe. 

Filtration  of  the  Bath’s  water  is  carried  out  by  means 
of  a Royle’s  filter,  having  a turnover  of  6 hours.  Samples 
of  water  taken  during  the  past  season  have  varied  in 
quality,  and  a scheme  for  improving  the  filtration  plant 
was  regarded  as  a necessity  for  future  seasons. 

The  Baths  are  exceedingly  popular,  and  no  effort  should 
be  spared  to  keep  the  swimming  water  at  all  times  in  a 
pure  condition. 

During  the  winter  a maple  floor  is  fitted  and  the 
premises  used  for  dancing. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  service  has  once  again  been  maintained  without 
any  complaints  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 
The  severe  winter  weather,  experienced  towards  the  year 
end,  caused  some  disorganisation.  The  costs  have  in- 
creased compared  with  previous  years,  the  chief  items 
responsible  being  horse  food,  hired  team  labour,  wages 
and  sick  pay. 


LABOUR— STAFF  EMPLOYED. 
Bolton-upon-Dearne : 

Three  carters  and  four  fillers  constitute  the  collection 
staff.  The  hired  labour  necessary  on  collection  of  refuse  has 
been  slightly  above  half  a day  per  week. 

The  total  number  of  receptacles  scavenged  weekly  is 
3,365. 

One  tipman  has  worked  on  the  two  main  tips  used 
in  this  part  of  the  area. 

Thurnscoe: 

Two  carters  and  four  fillers  are  employed  on  collection. 
Hired  team  labour  has  been  excessive,  altogether  totalling 
approximately  two  days  weekly,  the  number  of  receptacles 
scavenged  has  been  2,611. 

Barmborough  (Green  Lane): 

The  privy  middens  at  Barmborough  have  been  scav- 
enged regularly  every  three  weeks  by  the  staff  at  Bolton- 
upon-Dearne.  Towards  the  year  end  a trial  was  given  to 
fortnightly  cleansing,  an  imxprovement  much  appreciated 
by  the  tenants  of  Green  Lane 

Transport. 

The  comparatively  short  distance  from  our  collecting 
areas  to  disposal  sites  favours  the  use  of  horse  transport. 
The  refuse  carts  in  use  are  of  a good  sanitary  type,  possess- 
ing low  and  fairly  dustless  loading,  having  metal  covers  in 
four  sections,  with  steel  lined  body.  Dunlop  pneumatic 
equipment  ensures  that  less  tractive  effort  is  required  to 
move  the  vehicles,  although  some  trouble  was  experienced 
with  punctures  to  the  tyres,  due  mainly  to  foreign  matter 
picked  up  from  the  tip  surface.  This  question  is  receiving 
attention  and  I hope  to  reduce  the  trouble  to  a minimum 
in  the  future. 
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Refuse  Collection. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  domestic  premises 
has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Trade  refuse 
has  been  removed  twice  weekly,  and  wet  refuse  from  the 
Barmborough  privy  middens  every  three  weeks.  The  total 
number  of  premises  visited  was  6,011,  consisting  of  Thurns- 
coe  2,664,  Bolton-upon-Dearne  3,306,  and  Barmborough  41 
(privies).  I append  below  a table  of  the  amount  of  refuse 
removed  from  Bolton-upon-Dearne,  and  the  amount  re- 
moved from  Thurnscoe.  For  record  purposes  cart  loads  are 
taken  as  tons,  whereas  test  weighings  during  the  year 
were  as  follows:  Thurnscoe  19  cwts.,  Bolton-upon-Dearne  22 
cwts.  From  these  figures  the  estimate  of  weight  can  be 
regarded  as  fairly  accurate  taken  over  the  whole  of  the 
district.

While  the  yield  of  refuse  is  high,  it  is  not  exceptional 
for  a colliery  district  where  the  “home  coal”  system  is 
general.  The  reduction  in  the  total  loads  removed  is  a 
welcome  sign,  and  some  credit  can  be  taken  for  this  by 
the  Department  for  its  activity  on  propaganda  in  refuse 
reduction.  Much  more  should  be  done  by  the  householder 
in  this  direction,  for  the  amount  of  combustible  matter 
placed  in  the  ash-bin  appears  to  be  on  the  increase. 

Trade  Refuse. 

Collection  from  business  premises  was  carried  out  twice 
weekly  on  request  from  trades  people,  and  a small 
charge  made  for  the  service.  The  number  of  premises 
included  in  this  service  was  48. 

A cesspool  serving  the  Highgate  Club  premises,  Barns- 
ley Road,  Highgate,  has  been  cleansed  regularly  at  the 
cost  of  the  management. 

Clinker  and  refuse  has  been  removed  regularly  from 
all  School  premises  throughout  the  area. 

Bonus  Scheme. 

For  many  years  past  a bonus  scheme  has  been  operating 
in  the  Bolton  area  very  successfully.  Although  a similar 
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scheme  has  been  suggested  for  the  whole  district  this  has 
not  yet  been  put  into  operation.  An  average  weekly  sum 
of  3s.  7^d.  has  been  added  to  the  earnings  of  the  members 
of  the  collecting  staff.  The  scheme  brought  in  weekly 
during  1937,  4s.  2Jd.,  and  in  1936,  3s.  7d. 

The  Collection  cost  per  house  was  9s.  9|d.,  as  compared 
with  9s.  2^d.  for  1937. 


DISPOSAL. 

All  the  refuse  has  been  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  during  the  year.  The  three  main  tips  in  use  were 
Marsh  field  at  Bolton,  Sewage  Works  land,  and  Lidgett 
Wood,  Thurnscoe.  Unfortunately,  circumstances  arose 
early  in  the  year  whereby  the  useful  tip  at  the  Hickleton 
Brickworks’  Clay  Pit  was  closed  to  our  use.  The  scarcity 
of  land  suitable  for  our  purpose  at  the  east  end  of  Thurnscoe 
necessitated  arrangements  being  made  for  the  use  of  the 
area  knov/n  as  “Lidgett  Wood.”  Although  damage  to  the 
tips  has  been  experienced  due  to  “pickers,”  no  nuisance  has 


been  created.
